Within its hos- 
pitable Walls Gon. Preemont was entertained on his 
first visit to that city, and in its later days it received 
and provided entertainment for the Princess Louise, 
when she made her honeymoon tour with the Marquis 
of Lorne. Don Aguirre was a rich Spaniard, whe did 
not believe in practicing economy when it came to pro- 
viding a home for himself and his descendants. He 
used adobe for his walls because that was the popular 
material of the time, but he made them as thick 
ae the ordinary fortress; its windows deep as the ports 
for guns and protected from without with very heavy 
shutters. The shingles came from Honolulu and the

Durability and perma- 
nency can be insured without resorting to such massive 
walls, and as lumber and shingles can be secured for 
roofs and supports, it is not necessary to invite mis- 
haps such as occurred in the 1812 earthquake.

ONCERTED effort to reduce the high 
cost of building small homes, so as to 
place them within reach of families of 
modest incomes, is being made in many 
places. Analytical chemists are finding 
their services in demand testing the vari- 
ous qualities of clay which it is hoped 
will furnish the durability shown in the adobe houses 
built by the early Spanish settlers in New Mexico, 
Arizona and California more than a century since. 
Many of these buildings still extant are as solid, if 
not more so, than they were when plastered together 
by their crude designers and constructors, long before 
the Louisiana Territory became an integral part of 
the United States of America. 

In an article published in the Post-Dispatch Sunday 
Magazine last Sunday, prepared by Thomas Crane 
Young, prominent St. Louis architect, attention whs 
called to his plan to make a series of experiments with 
the clays in the vicinity of St. Louis, to see if smal! 
homes could not be provided with a sun-dried mixture 
of earth and straw, serving as a substitute for walls of 
standard brick or hollow tiles. These experiments are 
still under way and are being watched closely by those 
who hope for some satisfactory adjustment of the 
housiug problem, which has reached an acute stage 
in St. Louis and most of the other large cities. 

With building costs persistently advancing and 
rents keeping pace with this upward trend, a cheap 
material that would serve the purposes of lumber, 
brick, stone, tile or concrete would go a very long 
way in removing an admittedly serious menace. That 
the adobe is scheduled for a picturesque recrudescence 
is no longer a matter of speculation, as it has already 
been taken up on an intensive scale in Southern Cali- 
fornia, where some of the mission buildings construct- 
ed of earth still stand as a memorial to the construc- 
tive genius of the earliest settlers, who came chiefly 
from Spain. 

Like the Indians and others who happened along 
first, they decided that homes were essential. Having 
no architects, builders or skilled mechanics they took 
advantage of the materials that nature supplied and 
molded their walls of mud, with sufficient straw or 
grass to make the binding force necessary to hold 
the mass together. Even where there was no timber 
available, they made supports of the same plastic ma- 
terial after subjecting it to a drying process in the 
hottest focus of the sun’s rays. These pioneers molded 
the clay into blocks much larger than the standard 
bricks of the present day and used the soft clay instead 
of the lime or cement mortar used in modern con- 
struction. 

While the construction of the adobe house is a slow 
process, it is yet simple and requires no large work- 
ing force such as is needed in the building of a home 
with brick, tiles or lumber. Out in California, where 
the adobe is coming back strongly, women and girls 
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Young women design and build a home of adobe blocks at Huntington on the outskirts 3 
of Los Angeles, and find real excitement and recreation in their achievement. .

have turned builders and have reared some attractive- 
looking bungalows. They follow closely the style of 
the mission builders and work with a genuine zest 
once they get their houses under way. In the Hunt- 
ington Park district, near Los Angeles, young women 


are giving time and study to their plans and are get- 
ting some artistic effects when it comes to the stucce 
work on the exterior of the walls. When the littis 
homes are completed, it is planned to train vines thag 
will spread all over the structures and add greatly 
to their picturesque beauty. 

Though the Spaniards are credited with the devel 
opment of the adobe, excavations made in ancient Am 
syria, Babylon and Egypt have disclosed the fact that — 
the same material, mixed with straw and grass, was 
generally used for home building by these early racem 
They followed the same general process of molding the 
bricks or blocks to a uniform size and then drying 
them in the sun, before setting them in the walla 
Where a stout building was desired a very thick wall 
was constructed, but most of the houses had but one 
thickness of the hand-molded forms. 


The adobe of Southern California and Arizona in it 
crudest state has always been a delight to the artist. 
Part of the soil, not altogether lovely, but yet har 
monious, they present a front of solidity and unob- 
trusive dignity that deeply impresses one at once. The 
first adobes built by the Indians who had little inclina- 
tion for architectural beautification, were walls of mud 
heaped up in mass, with a piece of wood or a bunch 
of grass stuck here and there to give the mixture hold- 
ing qualities: None of the walls were reared to any 
impressive height, and the aboriginals who found 
shelter there were never in any danger of being crushed 
should the structure collapse. 

The early Spanish came along and studied the arts 
and crafts of the Indians with profit. They found many 
of the adobe houses in good condition and as other 
materials were not easily obtained, they began im- 
provements on the original plan. They found that 
most of the soil of the country was well adapted for 
such uses and they gathered their workers together 
and proceeded to build their missions. They shaped 
the pliable clay into bricks 4 by 12 by 16 inches, and 
added a liberal meastre of grass te impart strength and 
prevent disintegration. These were piled up in the 
form of a parallelogram, the doft earth well watered, 
being placed between the interstices and over thy 
joints. As timbers and shingles could not be obtained, 

they molded substitutes of the

great earthquake of 1812, the 
Spaniards abandoned the practice 
of providing roofs of this Ma- 
terial, as it was in that disas- 
trous happening that the top of 
the mission church of San Juan 
Capistrano collapsed while the 
place was fil1®& with frightened 
members of the colony. Many 
of the worshipers were killed by 
the falling blocks. 

The walls of the early houses 
varied in thickness, some having . 
a diameter of three and four feet, 
and the floors were made of the 
same composition. The adobes 
served the double purpose of 
keeping the occupants cool in the 
extremely hot weather and warm

“We hear a great deal about the personalities of 
players. And it is all very well for a player to have 
a distinct personality, but in my opinion more of our 
really promising actresses—and actors, too—have been 
ruined by their affected mannerisms and assumed 
poses than by anything else. The very best advice | 
an give you is to be your natural self. 

““Forget your audience. A theater audience is the 
fourth wall. If you are acting a role, never address 
them. Address your remarks to the other player or 
players on the stage. And when they address you 
_ keep your eyes on them. The best actors are always 
the best listeners. One of the commonest faults of our 


~ players is to allow their eyes to wander while they are 


waiting for their cues. Acting a part is very different 
from, making a speech. When one makes a speech 

one is obliged to take the audience into one’s confi- 
dence and talk straight to them. In playing a part one 
must always remember that the audience is merely 
the fourth wall and treat it as such. 


“Remember that the author creates—the actor mere- 
3 As Shakspeare said, “The play’s the 
thing,’ despite the opinions of some of our illiterate 
managers to the contrary. It is a very common error 
for an actor or actress to say: ‘I created that role last 
season!’ The playwright creates a role, the actor 
merely interprets. Sometimes the actor analyzes a 
role, sometimes he adds to it and rounds it out, but 
he never creates it unless he is also 
the author of the play. Give the 
author a little consideration. Too 
many actors today regard the play- 
wright simply as a necessary evil. 
Remember, if it were not for the 
playwright there would be no act- 
ing. 


“Forget the classics are classics. 
By this | mean do not approach 
Shakspeare's plays with a spirit of 
reverence. The great trouble with 
Shakspeare is that the vast ma- 
jority of young actors and actresses 
are inclined to consider him not as 
a playwright, an actor-manager who 
preduced entertainment because it

T TH midwinter concert of the St. Louis 
Liederkranz Club there appeared as s0- 
loist a slip of a girl, attractively gowned 
and with engaging stage presemce. Her 
name had never figured on any other 
music program here, and her debut was 
unheralded. Nothing much, therefore, 
was expected in the way of wonders from her perform- 
ance. But the unexpected happened. She played a 
Liszt rhapsodie and two Chopin compositions with 
the virtuosity of a piano celebrity, and stirred an inert 
audience to a demonstration of noisy applause. 

Her name, as printed on the program, was Anna 
Carey Bock, but this told little, and members of the 
audience started an investigation to satisfy their curi- 
osity. The facts developed in this search uncovered 
& war romance and a story of unusual interest in 
the category of musical prodigies. The young artist 
proved to be the wife of Dr. L. H. Bock of St. Louis, 
formerly a Captain in the medical corps of the Amer- 
ican expeditionary forces, who served with distinc- 
tion in France. 

Mrs. Bock is a bride of only a few months, she hav- 
ing married Dr. Bock after his return from Europe in 
August, 1919. The romance which culminated in the 
inarriage began at Fort Williams, just outside of Port- 
land, Me. Capt. Beck was stationed there with the 
seventy-second Artillery, awaiting orders to move to 
the front. Garrison life on the rock-bound coast was 
monotonous and would have been much more so had 
not the people of Portland taken pity and an active 
hand in entertaining and ministering to the wants of 
the soldiers. 

Engaged in work for the Red Cross organization of 
Portland was Miss Anna Cecilia Carey, who in ad- 
dition to rolling bandages and making wound dress- 
ings, figured in concerts and entertainments at the 
post as a pianiste. Of all the girls who contributed 
tu this section of the work, her popularity and reputa- 
tion was the most noted. Uncle Sam's troopers recog- 
nized good music when they heard it, and when the 
little artist was on the program the hall was invariably 
crowded. 

According to the story told one of the curious 
.iederkranz members, it chanced one magnificent eve- 
uing, such as are found in no greater perfection any- 
where in the world than in summer on the Maine 
.oast, that Capt. Bock was returning to his quar- 
ters, his path laying beside the entertainment hall. 
Through the open windows came the final notes of a 
Chopin nocturne. He was arrested and electrified 
ny the beauty of the tones, and stood by the open 
window to listen. His interest when secing the play- 
er was deeper than when he heard her music, and he 
decided that he wag in no hurry to get back to the 
harracks, after all. 

On the contrary, he lingered until the concert was 
over and determined to make the acquaintance of 
the fair perfermer. This he succeeded in doing next 
aay, and the first meeting sealed the fate of both. 

Clearly, it was a-case of love at first sight, and from 
thence on the Maine coast lost its bleak aspect and 
became an oasis of indescribable beauty. The days 
slipped by for the pair with lightning swiftness, and 
rumors that the regiment was soon to sail for the bat- 
tiefields of France was the only damper on an other- 
wise perfect summer. 

Finally Capt. Beck was advised that secret orders 
had arrived which might start his contingent forward 
without an hour’s notice. Thus far there had been no 
aetual plighting of troth, but the news brought things 
to a crisis, and the soldier presented his case in fervent 
terms, begging that they marry at once, before he set 
sail. This neither the maid nor her family would 
agree to, but prompted by patriotism, and doubtless 
something more compelling, she compromised by be- 
coming engaged to the Captain, their marriage to take 
place immediately upon his return from the war. 

In this status matters stood for just one week, when 
Miss Carey, going to the fort one morning, found 
that the Seventy-second had folded its tents and 
vanished in the might. Far out at sea could be seen 
a small eloud of smoke, issuing from the funnel of a 
transport, and this was the only visible sign left of 
the departing regiment. The maid was up in arms, but 
not against the enemy of her country, but against her 
Captain and the system which carried him off without 
a word at parting. Why had he not told her? Rebel- 
lion was fierce and bitter, But it was quelled after run- 
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ning its course of several weeks, by a letter from 
France explaining the injunction of secrecy relative 
to the orders for sailing and containing other mes- 
sages the import of which has not been disclosed. 

The fiancee turned her attention with renewed en- 
ergy to her music and Red Cross work. There were 
from time to time, which helped to reduce 
waiting and racking anxiety. Be- 
tween the hours of rest and activity she had time for 
introspection and planning for the future. Would 


cases usually has developed that as a profession for 
women, music vanished with matrimony. She, how- 
ever, would be different! | 

From her earliest years Anna Carey had been a 
musician, her actual studies having commenced when 


she was only 6 years oid, and shortly thereafter she 
appeared in concerts, gaining applause as a youthful 
prodigy. It was a simple matter for her to master 
a fine technique when a mere child, and her musical 
memory gave her a big reportory’ before she entered 
her teens. After studying with various teachers in 
this country she went to Germany, where, in Berlin, 
she was under tutelage of Martin Kranz, one of the 
greatest German masters. 

Things were progressing splendidly when the war 
came along to upset the plans of the little American 
student, as it did those of millions of others in all 
sections of the world. At the first gun all but two 
members of Kranz’s teok flight to their homes, fear- 
ing the hazards of the conflict. Anna was one of the 
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two remaining, and later, with the old professor, she 


went to the Austrian Tyrol to pursue her studies. Even 
in the mountain fastnesses it was impossible to get 
away from war, and the notes of the plano were fre- 
quently punctuated with the roll of drums of passing 
troops on their way to the Italian front. 

The United States had not then entered the strug- 
gle, however, and as the little girl from Maine was 
not considered dangerous to the Teutonic cause, she 
met with no untoward adventure. Early in 1915, how- 
ever, Mrs. Carey became alarmed for the safety of her 
daughter and urged that she return home. This was 
easier said than done, and as Anna was making satis- 
fying strides in her studies, and rather enjoyed the 
excitement of the early stages of the war, she kept 
putting off her departure. 

Finally, however, upon urgent solicitation of her par- 
ent, she determined to return to America, and got out 
through Holland late in 1915. But meantime she had 
cone much to perfect herself in music. With Kranz 
she had laid a foundation with the works of Bach, 
Mozart, Beethoven and other early classics. In a 
short period of study with Joseph Lhevinne she had 
been able to delve into Chopin, her favorite composer, 
and the one in whom she determined to specialize. 
Then in the moderns she was able to do some work 
with Rudolph Ganz, so that her equipment was such 
that with future hours of practice and study she would 
be able to continue upward. 

Incidentally, it was while playing Chopin’s Etude, 
No. 12, Opus 10, which is familiarly known as the 
“Revolutionary,” that Capt. Bock first came into her 
life. The final bars of this were the ones he heard 
on the fateful night at Fort Williams. Mrs. Bock 
loves the “Revolutionary’’ above all other things 
written for the piano. The mighty chords with which 
it opens, and the rumbling somberness pervading the 
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composition, interpreted the great Franco-Polish com- 
poser’s impressions of the fall of Warsaw, in which 
he knew not whether the members of his family lived 
or were done to death with the thousand of others 
killed in the historic assault. Next to Chopin stands 
the American, Edward Alexander MacDowell, in the 
list of her favorite composers. 

But war, like everything else evil in the world, 
finally came to an enti, and, unscathed, but with a 
record of splendid service rendered his country, Capt. 
Bock returned to the United States in August, 1919, 
just one year after the transport had borne him from 
the Maine coast. Needless to relate, he posted with 
all haste to Portland to claim his portion of the vic- 
tory. The opposition to the marriage on the part of 
Mrs. Carey was based solely on the wish for her daugh- 
ter to pursue her musical career and some religious 
differences. Capt. Bock she admired, and if she was 
to have a son-in-law she was as pleased with him as 
any other. . 

The opposition was smoothed out, as how other 
“wise could it have been in the case of a soldier re- 
turning from the wars? The marriage was solemnized 
in the little Portland church where the bride had 
frequently displayed ber abilities as a musician at the 
organ, when still a child. After a short wedding tour 
the couple came to St. Louis to make their home.
